A sad tragedy of the ses, involving the loss of 
94 lives, occurred on Friday night in Caflingford 
Lough. A collision between the London and 
North-Western Railway Company's steamer 
Connemara, outward bound from Greenore to 
Holyhead, and the collier Retriever, owned. by 
the Clanboy Steamship Company, carrying 4 
cargo of coal from Garston to Newry, was the 
cause of the tragic occurrence. Of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the Connemara, numbering 
86, not one survived, while of the nine members 
of the crew of the Retriever there only survived 
a fireman named Boyle—the sole survivor of an 
appalling accident. It is noteworthy that Boyle 
was thé only member of the Retriever’s crew 
who could not swim. 

The following statement made yesterday by 
Mr. H. G. Burgess, general manager of the 
Tendon snd North-Western Railway Company, 
tersely epitomises the circumstances :— 

The Connemara left Greenore at the usual 
hour on Friday evening for Holyhead. She 
had on ‘board 51 steerage passengers, 51 mem- 
bers of the crew, with three men from Greenore 
in charge of live stock, and a luggage guard. 
The cargo consisted of about 70 tons of goods, 
88 head of cattle, and two horses. In the 


Carlingford Gut, a well-known spot, about three | 


miles from Greenore, the Connemara collided 
with the" Retriever, a coal boat, bound from 
Garston to Newry. So far as can be ascer- 
tained, the Connemara sank in about five 
minutes, and the Retriever floated some minutes 
longer, eventually settling down near the Con- 
nemara. All aboard the Connemara were lost, 
and also all the crew of the Retriever, with the 
exception of Boyle, a fireman, who appears to, 
have got ashore by clinging to a beat which 
was capsized. At the ‘time of the collision a 
very violent gale prevailed, and the seas ran 
very high. Up to the present about 58 bodies 
have been recovered, many of them having 
been identified. In any instance in which the 
slightest clue has been obtained relatives have 
been apprised by telegram for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether they could identify the 
bodies. Immediately the remains have been 
identified the company will arrange tb have 
them conveyed to their homes.

An incomplete list of the passengers could 
only be obtained, owing to the fact that only 
the names of emigrants are taken at the port. 
It has been definitély stated that a number of 
women emigrants to America from the Counties

OBITUARY. 


LORD CLANMORRIS. 

We rogret to announce the death, which. took 
place on Saturday, at Bangor Castle, County 
Down, of John George Barry Bingham, fifth 
Baron Clanmorris, in his sixty-fifth year. Lord 
Clanmorris, who was an Irish Peer of a Barony 
created in 1800, was a Deputy Lieutenant for 
the County Mayo, and a magistrate for the 
Counties of Galway and Down. He was bern 
at Seamount, County Galway, on the 22nd 
August, 1852, and was educated at Eton. He 
joined the Army, served as a iieutenant in the 
Rifle Brigade, and acted as A.D.C. to the Duke 
of Mariborough during that Peer’s Lord Lieu- 
tenancy of Ireland. He was the eldest son o! 
the fourth Baron and of Sarah Silena, fourth 
daughter of the late Burton Persse, D.L., 
Moyode Castle, Athenry, County Galway. 
He succeeded to the thle on the death 
of his father in 1876, and was married, on the 
27th June, 1878, to Matilda Catherine, only 
child and heiress of the late Robert Edward 
Ward, D.L., of Bangor Castle. The deceased 
Peer, who was a Conservative in politics, was 
well known as & sportsman in his native coun- 
try, and acted as Master of the County Galway 
Foxhounds ("The Blazers”), from 1891 to 
1895. He was also devoted to yachting, shoot- 
ing, and fishing, and hie estates, which com- 
prised 18,000 acres, included some of the finest 
salmon fisheries and shootings in Ireland. He 
was devoted to art, and possessed a notabiec 
gallery of portraits of ancestors and prodeccs- 
sors by old masters, including an 
original oil painting of Sir Richard Bing- 
ham. The  decea Peer leaves nine 
children—six sons and three daughters—and 
the heir to the title is the Hon. Arthur Maurice 
Rebert Bingham, Captain, Sth Lancers, who 
was A.D.C. to Lord Plunket, when he was 
Governor of New Zealand. 

Lord Clanmorris never fully recovered from 
the severe illness which he contracted as the 
result of a chill some months ago. The tities 
of the Barony was taken from the Barony of 
Clanmorris, Co. Mayo, the name of a large 
property belonging to the Bingham family, 
whose ancestor was the celebrated Richard 
Bingham, Governor of Connafght, during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. Two of Lord Clan- 
morris’ s sons are prisoners cf war in Germany. 


DR. ROBERT LAFAYETTE SWAN. 

We announce with regret the death of Dr, 
Robert Lafayette Swan, which occurred sud- 
defly from heart failure on Saturday at his 
esdence Delaforde, Templeogue, Oounty 
Dublin. A skilful and successful surgeon, Dr. 
Swan had the honour of being elected a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland, and 
further recognition of his ability was given by 
his professional brethren when they elected him 
ition of President of the Col- 
lege. ‘nj ic surgery had for him a special 
interest, an he achieved noteworthy success in 
hia treatment of ortho nis uiri 
his aid. He founded ibe Gas opadic Ha ital 
to which he devoted much of hig time, and was 
visiting surgeon at Steevens’s and other city 
hospitals.
